In Samoa, 


Kaiser's Consul Euns Amuck. 
American and British Consuls 


Spoil His Game. 


THK SAMOAN 1HSTCHBANCES. 


Due to the Arrogance of the German 


Represeutail re. 


Auckland, N.Z., Jan. 19—Further par- 


ticulars about the disturbances in 
Samoa show the Matafa's forces to have 
numbered 5000, while Malietoa had only 


1000. 
There were two hours firing and 


several warriors were decapitated. The 
American consul issued a proclamation, 
claiming the Berlin treaty had the 
same force as a law of congress and an 
insult to the supreme court of Samoa 
is therefore equlvllent to an insult to 
the government at Washington. 


All parties, the Associated Press dis- 


patches continue, unite in condemning 
the German consul because of the fight- 
ing which has taken place between the 
rival kings. It is pointed out that, in 
violation of all agreements, the consul 
accompanied the Matafa'a forces when 
the claimant invaded the town and 
encouraged the opposition to Malietoa. 
When the British and American con- 
suls were informed as to the situation 
they adjourned to the court and locked 
the buildings. 
The German consul 


then demanded tho-keys, which were 
refused him. He then broke open the 
doors and removed the locks and re- 
placed them with others. Afterwards 
he brought the German 
municipal 


president into the chamber and later 
went upon the balcony and shouted to 
the British and American marines as- 
sembled on the square, "I am the su- 
preme court, I am chief justice." 


The crowd replied with jeers and the 


British consul demanded the keys of 
the building which were refused. A 
Scotchman, named Mackie, thereupon 
climbed to the top of the building and 
hoisted the Somoan flag, while the 
British and American consuls and a 
number of marines invaded the build- 
Ing, forced the doors open and pushed 
the German consul into the streets. 
Then the two consuls formally and 
legally, according to the special dis- 
patches, opened the court and Issued a 
warning against any further inter- 
ference with its jurisdiction, threaten- 
ing arrest and imprisonment to any 
one attempting to do so. Matters, the 
dibpalch concludes, are now quiet and 
the German consul remains in his Con- 
sulate. 


At Wellington, N. Z., it Is reported 


that owing to the trouble In Samoa, 
growing out of a' successor to King 
Malietoa, three British warships will 
proceed there and an American war- 
ship will go from Honolulu. The Phil- 
adelphia has been sent from Honolulu. 


The commander of the Philadelphia 


will act in conformity with the In- 
structions of the United States con- 
sul so far as those instructions are in 
line with the treaty of Berlin, which 
the United States contends must be 
literally enforced until amended. One 
resource open to the navy department 
Is to send the Oregon to Samoa. She 
left Callao on the llth inst, and should 
reach Honolulu about 
February 6, 


where she can be intercepted with or- 
ders sent by the despatch boat Iro- 
quols now at San Francisco. The bij- 
battleship Iowa is due at San Fran- 
cisco just about the same date the 
Oregon la due at Honolulu, so the Fa- 
clflo coast will not be left entirely with- 
out naval 
force*, 
f 


While tfce attention of tha public has 


been of late drawn from the 0amoan 
Islands to other and mar* Important 
subjects, It appears that interesting 
events have been succeeding one an* 
other with rapidity In the islands. It 
has been realized for a long time past 
that there was need for modification 
of tbejterro^of^the trlpMtlte treaty, by. 


which wo assumed joint guardianship 
with England and Germany, But up 
to this point it has not been possible 
to get all three powers to agree upon 
any one project. 
Negotiations have 


been on foot some time in relation to 
the succession to the Samoan throne, 
and it is calculated to lead to ill feel- 
ing at least that the German officials 
should resort to a coup d'etat at this 
stage of the negotiations. 


It is believed that much of the re- 


sponsibility of this arbitrary action 
must rest upon Eafael, the German 
president of the municipal council at 
Apia, whose troublesome attitude of 
late has led to remonstrance on the 
part of the other powers. It has been 
understood that lie was to be removed 
to another scene of activity and the 
supposition is gettingin the wind that 
his Intention, was to precipitate a 
crisis before the government could 
reach him with orders. 
Auckland Is 


1,800 miles distant, and the lack of 
communication makes the situation more 
perilous than it would be If otherwise. 
The United States, Great Britain and 
Germany, It is believed, could easily 
reach a satisfactory solution of tht 
crisis la Samoa If they could deal with 
the subject themselves is the usual 
course, but there Is some fear of Ill- 
considered action on the part of some 
agents of these governments in Samoa 
before they can receive instructions 
from their governments. The interests 
of the United States are In the hands 
of Lloyd W. Osborn, in whose dis- 
cretion the state department reposes 
great confidence.

that he offered the resolutions to cor- 
rect the impression concerning tbe at- 
titude of Maine made by the re-election 
of Senator Hale.

In Favor of Malietoa. 


Pretender Said to Have Won 


In a Fierce Conflict. 


WOMAN SHO

Indications of Foreign Intrigue !n Dealing 


With Affairs In Samoa. 


Auckland, N. Z., Jan. ID.— Samoan ad- 


vices just received here say that Chief 
Justice Chambers, on Deo. 31, declared ' 
Malietoa Tan us tq have been elected 
liing, in succession to the late King 
Malietoa. 
The chief justice also an- j 


nounced that Tamasese had been elected 
vice king. 
Chief Mataafa was dis- 


qualified. 


The consuls of the United States and j 


Great Britain and the captains of the 
German warship Falke and the British 
warship Porpoise met the German con- 
sul, .who refused to recognize Malietoa 
Tanus, and declined to co-operate in 
the dispersal of the Samoang, who 
thereupon assembled in large numbers 
at Mulinu, armed themselves and sur- 
rounded the municipality. 
Malietoa 


Tanus and Tamasese mustered about 
2000 men, well armed, but supplied with 
defective ammunition. The British and 
American consuls endeavored to avert 
hostilities, but they commenced on Jan. 
J. 
Malietoa Tanus and Tamas.ese 


fought bravely, but 500 of their followers 
were captur«d. Then, disheartened and 
outnumbered, the two chiefs 
sought 


refuge on the British warship, and their 
followers sought protection under the 
i 


guns of the Porpoise. 
' 


Mataafa's loss was 61 men killed and 


wounded, and Malietoa Tanus lost 12 
men killed or wounded. 
i 


The foreign residents were placed un- ! 


der the .protection of a detachment of 
men belonging to the British warship, 
and Chief Justice Chambers and hii 
family finally went on board of her. 
; 


The followers of Mataafa looted and 


burned Apia, destroyed the plantations 
and pillaged considerably in the country. 


The consuls later decided to recognize 


Mataafa and his chiefs as a provisional 
government, pending the receipt of in- i 
Btructions from the powers. 
j 


Afterwards Dr. Rafael and the Ger- 


man consul closed the supreme court, i 
declaring that the power was vested in 
them. 
The British and American con- 


suls then appealed to the captain of the 
British warship Porpoise, who landed a 
force of bluejackets, and Chief Justice 
Chambers, under their guard, took his 
seat 
' 
| 


Mataafa held al^of, from these last j 


developments.' The excitement con- | 
tlnues. 


- 
i 
The whole trouble ha* arisen through 


the action of the three treaty powers in 
bringing the deported Mataafa back to 
Samoa. 
By so doing they threw down 


a bone of contention, and converted 
what might otherwise have been a 
peaceful election into an angry combat. 
For many years the Germans have 
shown a feeling of uncompromising hos- 
tility towards Mataafa, but latterly the 
German officials have changed their 
views, and have tried to secure Mataa- , 
fa's return. 
The natives were en- 


couraged to turbulance, and the lives . 
of the white residents were endangered. I 
The climax was reached when Mataafa I 
and his chiefs actually discharged the 
• 


chief Justice, who is appointed under 
the Berlin treaty by the three powers. 
Of course such action was purely far- 
cical, and U»e chief Justice notified Ma- 
taafa that be must wait for the de- 
cision of the court before he could le- 
gally declare himself king. 
The most 


serious element in the whole affair was 
the disagreement between the consuls. 
The German consul, it is charged, has 
been playing double with his colleagues, 
and the English and American officials 
are naturally Indignant. 
It is under- 


stood that there was to be no foreign in- 
terference in the royal election, yet 
throughout it all an undermining cur- 
rent of intrigue has been at work with 
the Mataafa people, until they have been 
aroused to aggressive action, have open- 
ly declared against all white control 
and announced their Intention of dis- 
regarding the Berlin treaty entirely. 
Chief Justice Chambers commenced hli 
examination into the merits of the rival 
candidates on Dec. 19 in the presence of 
a great crowd of natives, and, under the 
Berlin treaty, the chief Justice is the 
final referee in this matter.

and, at 10 o'clock last night, Mrs. 
Frankie Donohue, formerly of Bangor, 
was shot and instantly killed by a JeaJ 
mute named Louis Bushay, who had 
been stopping there a few days. Bushay 
was drunk at the time, and no other 
cause is known for the act. 
He fired 


three shots and Mrs. Donohue fell, ex- 
piring without a struggle. 
Bushay is 


now in the police station, badly intox- 
icated. 
Bushay is about 27 years old, 


and has lived with his parents on Treat 
and Webster's island. Recently he had 
some trouble at home, and since then he 
has been staying at Mrs. Donohue's. 
Mrs. Donohue has long been known to 
the police in Bangor and in Veasie. Her 
husband was killed in the woods of 
New Hampshire a. few years ago by a 
falling tree. In Veasie, a few years ago, 
her house was blown up with a charge 
of dynamite by some person whom she 
was alleged to have robbed, although 
it was suspected at the time that the 
explosion was caused by people who 
wished to drive her out of town.

GLOVE MANUFACTURE. 


Tow tlie- Old 
Methods Rave Been 


Uevolutionized by Machinery. 


"The art of glovemaking, once followed 


exclusively by' women, is now pursued 
•irgely by men," writes Frank H-. Vizer 
oily in The Woman's Home Companion. 
"This is due chiefly to the introduction 


if machinery, u§ed today for sewing and 
jressing.the seams, and to improved means 
•'or drafting patterns which were formerly 
>t paper or wood. Theij the glover, lay- 
ing his pattern on the leather, would mark 
it in outline with a lead pencil and cut it 
out with shears. The glove, which waa 
sewed by hand and the seamg pounded, 
then went through the process of pressing. 
This was done by placing it between two 
boards, on which the glovemaker sat while 
making another pair. 
'' In the manufacture of the modern glove 


the operator, having cut the leather, folds 
it over so tbat the back is larger than the 
front. Then be makes three cuts through 
the doubled pieces, so tbat it may produce 
the back and front for the four fingers. 
Next an ovoid hole is cut for the insertion 
of the thumbpiece. Before completing the 
work on the first and fourth fingers long 
strips or gussets are sewed on the inner sicl e, 
but in the secoqd and third fingers gussets 
are sewed on both sides. Afterward small 
diamond shaped pieces are cut, fitted and 
sewed at the interdigital folds or base of 
the fingers. The ornamental embroidery 
is then stitched on the bock, the butpnns 
or fasteners fitted and the wrists hemmed- 
Then the glove is finished. In the sewing 
«> toothed vise or clamp is used to regulate 
the size of the stitches. 


"giovenjakers are divided Into three 


classes. Those who seam the fingers and 
put in the thumb are called th§ makers; 
those who hem the edges at the wrist, 
welters, and those who embroider the back, 
pointers. 
The average earnings of all 


classes are only S3 a day. In our own coun- 
try no less than, $15,000,000 is invested 
in the glove industry, which first settlud 
in Gloversville, N. Y., in 1809. At this 
time the skins used were those of deer re- 
ceived by traders in exchange for. tin. 
Itough mittens were the first product of 
this settlement, and the first load of gloves 
-hat went to Eostou was forwarded in 
1635."

•Wrapping Food In Paper. 


It is a very common practice to put 


away food that conies from the chop in 
the brown payer in which the dealer 
wraps it. While this may be convenient 
it certainly is open to serious objection on 
the score of health and cleanliness. Most 
of the cheap papers are made from materi- 
als hardly up to the (tandard of the house- 
keeper's ideas of neatness, and although a 
certain degree of beat is employed in their 
preparation it is by no means sufficient to 
destroy all the disease germs with which 
the raw material may be filled. 


When it is taken into consideration that 


waste papers of all sorts and those used 
for all purposes are gathered up and work- 
ed over into new paper to wrap oar food 
in, it behooves the housewife who cares 
for the health of her family to see to it 
that articles of food remain in contact 
with such wrapping the very shortest pos- 
sible time. 


It is not unusual to see meat, butter, 


cheese and other extremely susceptible ar- 
ticles put away in the very cheapest, com- 
monest brown paper. 


Immediately upon the receipt of soft 


groceries or fruits they should be put into 
earthen dishes, and under no circum- 
stances should they be allowed to remain in 
the papers in which they are delivered.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

AND THE 
LABOR 


The labor situation tn England makes 


an article in the Independent on the 
> 


minimum wage by Dr. John Bascom 
of Williams college very timely and 
very interesting reading. 
A, labor 


problem when discussed by Dr. Bas- 
com Is discussed by a political econo- 
mist of rare power and learning and by 
a man who In in sympathy with labor 
movements as an end to social pro- 
gress. Or- Ba*com says: 


. "Tb« first distinctive expression of a 
vtfforoof trade-union is collective bar- 1 
Coining. By tola mean* the equilibrium [ 
la partially restored between the em- ; 
p]oy»r M4 and employe In nwktnff the 
epotr*ot ol labor. A manager who 
birw a thousand men and deals with 
them singly has a power, a person*! 
liberty, out of all proportion to that 
of any -one of these men in framing 
the agreement between them. 
i "Tbf second distinctive measure of a 
trade-union— one which has been but 
jplewly. ripened out of a protracted and 


painful experience—Is that of a mini- 
mum wage. It is a measure, like col- 
lective bargaining that cannot exist 
aside frOj^fj a firm combination among 
workmen. A minimum wage means 
that a trade-union under no circum- 
stance will accept iu4 Its members; or 
for any one of them, a wnse Insuf- 
ficient to meet the standard of life 
current with them. The standard is to 
be maintained at all hazards. One who 
cannot find employment on these ac- 
cepted terms must be supported from 
the common fund until be can secure 
the minimum wage. 


"The attitude of the workmen under 


a minimum wage is precisely that, 
only higher in the scale of civilization, 
which economists have so freely as- 
signed him lower in the scale. It has 
been a favorite doctrine that the mini- 
mum wage, to which the laborer was 
constantly gravitating, waa the re- 
muneration necessary for a bare ex- 
istence. 
This 
limit 
being reached, 


wages could sinlt no lower, no matter 
what the state of production. Now the 
workman simply says this minimum 
shall be a tolerable instead of an In- 
tolerable existence, a rational, Instead 
of an Irrational one. We will insist on 
stopping before we reach the bottom. 
If production can proceed with us at a 
standstill at the bottom, it can proceed 
with us at a standstill somewhat 
higher up." 


This is the essence of trades-union- 


ism. 
It is the principle the trades 


unions of England suffered so much to 
win recognition for, and Dr. Bascom in 
commenting on it says: 


"The minimum wage is not likely to 


be excessive. 
The standard 
of 
life 


which defines it is not the wishes or 
caprices of men, but what has been 
actually won under average conditions. 


"The doctrine of a minimum wage is 


just in its relation to the manager. It 
is not just that he should begin, at 
once, to shift every disaster he may 
have occasioned on the workman, him- 
self bearing only what he cannot thus 
transfer. 


"This doctrine also favors, in a high 


degree, social growth. Wo are con- 
stantly complaining that those whom 
we would aid are incapable of re- 
ceiving aid—have in themselves no re- 
cuperative power. This is not the case 
with those who step up, and cling to, 
a reasonable standard of afe. 
They 


show exactly that self-assertion we 
are in search of. They hold fast all 
that is given them. They struggle hard 
to turn one talent into two talents. No 
greater social heroism has anywhere 
been shown than 
in some miners' 


strikes in England; the impoverished 
workmen and their impoverished fami- 
lies refusing to return to work at an 
adequate wage. No man is more sub- 
lime than when he faces evil with the 
firm assertion, 'I will resist it unto 
death.' Such men will .. <re. 


"Nor have we the slightest ground to 


fear that a minimum wage will favor 
idleness. The doctrines grew out of 
the determination to win by labor; to 
make labor properly productive. 
A 


body of men with whom this is the 
ruling principle will constrain every 
member of It to his utmost exertion." 


In Dr. Bascom's presentation of the 


matter we have the opinion of the ad- 
vanced school of political economy 
and we have the- altruism of tbe sane 
Christian 
idealist. But over against 


these we must put for tha purpose of 
correct social diagnosis the practice of 
the doctrine in'England. In that prac- 
tice we find, admitted by the most 
faithful _friends of labor, that labor has 
been carrying .things in a high-handed 
fashion, that .employers' rights were 
ignored, that idleness was fostered and 
that labor -assumed the imperialism 
that it had forced capital to abandon. 
Friends of labor must recognize this 
serious mistake and stand in society 
as arbiters, insisting for the social 
good that, labor and capital shall each 
observe the others right

Will Be Given Wide Latitude and Placed Under 


Arrejt Only Tsohnlcalfr 


Washington, Jan. 19.—At S o'clock last 


evening: Adjutant General Oorbln made- 
public the formal order for the appoint- 
ment of a court-martial for the trial of 
Brigadier General Eagan. 


Vhe detail for the court had been ap- 


proved by the president earlier In the 
day, but it was held back until last even- 
Ing for the return from New York of 
General Oorbin, as his signature waa 
necessary before the order could be of- 
ficially promulgated*. The order in full 
reads as follows: 


"The following order la published for 


the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned: 


"By direction of the president, a gen- 


eral court-martial is appointed to meet 
In this city at 10 o'clock a. m. on Wed- 
nesday, the 25th day of January, 1899, or 
as soon thereafter as practicable, for the 
trial of Brigadier General Charles P. 
Eagan, commissiary general of sub- 
sistence, United States army, and suca 
other persons as may be brought before 
It. 
' 


"Detail for the court: Major General 


Wesley Merritt, U. S. A.; Major General 
James F. Wade, United States volun- 
teers; Major General Matthew C. Butler, 
United States volunteers; Major General 
Samuel B. M. Young, United States vol- 
unteers; Brigadier General Royal T. 
Frank, United States volunteers; Briga- 
dier General Alexander C. McW. Pen- 
nington, United States 
volunteers; 


Brigadier General George M. Randell, 
United States volunteers; Brigadien 
General Jacob Kline, United States vol- 
unteers;

"The court la empowered to proceed 


with the business before It with anr 
number of members not less than the 
minimum prescribed by law. Upon the 
final adjournment of the court, the mem- 
bers will return to their proper stations, 


"The journeys required by the mem- 


bers of the court in complying with this 
order are necessary for the public ser- 
vice." 


The order for the appointment of the 


coun-martial will be delivered to Gen- 
eral Eagan, it is expected, by an em- 
ploye or officer of the adjutant general's 
office. Its receipt and acknowledgment 
by the commissary general will be tan- 
tamount to the relief of that officer from 
his present duties and will turn over its 
affairs either to some one designated to 
act by tbe secretary of war or to the of- 
ficer next in charge in the department. 
Lieutenant Colonel- George B. Davis of 
the commissary department is now on 
duty with General Eagan, and it may 
be that be will be detailed to take charge 
of the office. 


If the course indicated by an officer of 


the adjutant general'* office Is followed 
the probability is that General Eagan 
will not bn placed under actual arrest 
and deprived of any of hjs liberties pend- 
ing and during the trial, but will be sub- 
ject only to constructive and technical 
arrest during that time. In the case of 
officers of high rank this is occasional^ 
but not often, done, and this course does 
not in any way invalidate the trial or 
findings of thecourt General Eagan will 
be expected to remain away from his 
office and make himself Inconspicuous 
until bis appearance before the court to' 
answer the charges, when he will be 
placed under constructive arrest, to re- 
main so during its proceedings. This is 
believed to be sufficiently carrying out 
the intent of the law for all practical 
purposes and may be allowed in the case 
of an officer of the general rank who has 
borne a good reputation. Were the de- 
fendant a younger officer of an obstreper- 
ous character and in the Held with his 
regiment, the usual course of placing 
him under arrest and depriving hin 
his sword would no douot be followed. 
While the above is believed to be a. gen- 
eral outline of Secretary Alger's idea of 
what should be done, yet no positive 
statement to that effect has been made. 


Adjutant General Corbin refused to 


make any statement regarding the form 
of tbe charges and specifications to be 
brought against General Eagan, or to 
say when they would be published. In 
view of the early meeting of the court 
this must be done very soon, and indeed 
it is likely that the Judge advocate gen- 
eral of the army has already given some 
attention to this feature of the proceed- 
ings. 


General Eagan, after the Issue of the 


formal order for the court, declined to 
make any statement in connection with 
hit case, but said he had not received ' 
formal notice of the appointment of the 
court.

MYSTERIES OF SPACE. 


Va«t Unexplored Regions of th. 


I'plier Air. 


Above us theie extends a vast unex 


pbred space far )nore interesting from ,- 
BCientifle point of view than the icy region' 
around the north pole. Xo one can reach 
the limit of the upper regions of the air 
aud live unless ho carries with him air to 
breathe and fuel to warm him, for at the 
paltry distance of ten miles above the 
earth the air is too thin to support respir- 
ation and the thermometer would register 
far below 2,ero. It would bo a region ol 
perpetual snow on a, peak of the earth if it 
should rise to such a height. A person in 
a balloon could not hem1 a friend in a 
neighboring balloon oven if they were near 
enough to shake hands. There would be 
no, medi urn for the propagation of sound 
waves. There would, however, gdl] be a 
medium for the conduction of electricity— 
a medium, in fact, of great conductibiiUy 
—almost as good as a metal, and it «s this 
medium at even a, less height which Tes'a 
proposes to use in his methods of trans- 
mitting power hundreds of miles through 
the air without wires. 


Wo live under a blanket of air whicl 


protects us from the extreme cold of oute 
spaco. This low temperature becomes evi 
dent 14,000 or 15,000 feet above thu surfac' 
of the earth, and would, as I have said 
reach' a point far below zero at a height c 
ten miles. At this height we should n- 
longer observe the twinkling of the star? 
for this scintillation is due to the movt 
ments of our atmosphere, which at tl: 
height I have mentioned would be e" 
tremely rarefied. If one could photograj 
the sun's spectrum at this altitude \ 
could greatly estend our knowledge of t: 
shortest wave lengths of light, for the s. 
mosphere completely absorbs such wa 
lengths as are concerned in the X r; 
phenomena. That this absorption real 
takes place can be proved in a laboratory 


Tha heat and light which we recei 


from the sun are thus greatly modified I 
this blanketing layer of air. The loi 
waves of the energy from the sun are call' 
heat waves. The intermediate waves u 
termed light waves, and we receive the 
in full measure. The very «hort wave 
however, are stopped by our atmosphe 
and axe transformed into—what?—Profe 
scar John Trowbridge in Forum.

Roberta B. Nelson gives a very gor< 


idea of the magnificent display of Hear 
VIII of England and Prilip I of *Yam 
when they met in good fellowship on th 
plain of Guisnes 380 years ago. 


The king's retinue had been snlectei 


from the noblest of the kingdom. Wolse~ 
with his 300 followers, headed the escort 
and was followed by dukes, earls, barons 
bishops anfl knights, with their retainers 
The escort numbered 4,000 horsemen, not 
including the queen's escort, numbering 
nearly 2,000 persons and 800 horses. The 
French king had an equally splendid ret- 
inue. King Henry and bis great caval- 
cade were, taken, on arrival at Guisnes, to 
the magnificent palace provided by Wol- 
sey. There was an old palace there, and 
Wolsey had established himself in that, 
and erected one for his king. The palace 
was the most beautiful place imaginable. 
It had so many gloaed windows that it 
looked as though built of crystal, and 
much of the woodwork, both inside and 
out, was covered with gold. All the way 
from the gate to the door were rows of sil- 
ver statues. Inside, the walls of the cham 
bersand halls were hung with magnificent 
tapestry embroidered in gold, and the ceil- 
ings were draped with white silk. 


But Heary was not to spend all of his 


time in his fine palace, for tents had been 
erected, on the plain, and in these the two 
kings and their suits were to lodge.

Bannei 
floated everywhere; fountains of wii 
spouted in the bright Juno sunshiu' 
horses, decorated with fluttering ribboi 
pranced about gaily. So gorgeous had t 
dreary plain been made that it has becor 
known in history as the "Field of t 
Cloth of Gold."

Story of tho Nation's Idol. 


Greetings From Manila to 


Vermonfcers In Boston. 


Letter From Captain Clark Relating to Matters 


ol Naval Importance. 


Boston, Jan. 19.—"Dewey and Ver- 


mont" was the dual theme discussed 
last evening at the annual banquet of 
the Vermont association, held at tlie Ho- 
tel Vendome. 
"Vermont In the Navy" 


was supposed to bt> the text for the 
meeting, but the name of the great 
admiral was heard on everyone's lips, 
and thfe ratification 01 all his acts from 
boyhood seamed to be more in order 
than anything else. 


One ol the fortunate circumstances of 


the occasion was the presence of Z. 
B. Pang'oo-n ot Jersey City, a graduate 
of the University of Vermont, in the 
class of '50, and who used to teach Ad- 
miral Dewey. 
Mi. Pangborn graphi- 


cally t^id now he once whipped the hero 
of Manila. 
His speech was the clever- 


est snd biijjhtest of the evening. 


"I received tne nev s of the victory." 


Paid he, "n'th much less astonishment 
than mo t men v.ould. I know Dewey 
in his boyhood. I haven't forgotten it, 
fend I wairan-t he hasn't. Several ac- 
counts have been given of the incident, 
but none entirely correct. Ii was simply 
this: In those days the schools were not 
graded. Each school was controlled by 
the teacher or by the scholars. There 
was an only question to be settled, name- 
ly, who should be master. 


"I was then teacher of die State.streel 


district school in Montpelier. I didn'r 
weigh more than 90 pounds. I took the 
place with this understanding- that I 
should be well paid, should be let free to 
conduct the school my own way, and 
if I did not succeed, if the boys threv. 
tne out, I should return to my home in 
Burlington and say nothing about salary. 
I was warned by my friends of the dan- 
ger involved. 
• 


"The conflict came on the eighth day 


of the term. I had so arranged things 
that when tI-» put the boldest, mosi 
wilful boy in uont to do me I was SUI-P 
to win. My ammunition was all stored 
and ready for use. 


"I simply quelled th« rebellion—and 


did what Dewey did in Man.la bay. 


"I took him by surprise. George went 


home feeling very sore, and a big ap- 
prentice lay on tbe floor near dead.. 1 
didn't care if I had killed him. Well, 
didn't care. I was bound to win. After 
that I never had a better boy in school 
than Dewey. 1 demanded an implicit 
obedience to lawful authority, and 
George learned that lesson well. On has 
ship is the finest disciline in the B&vy." 


Here is a. copy of Dewey's letter, the 


reading of which was received with ap- 
plause from the men and a waiving of 
handkerchiefs by the ladies: 


"I have th» honor to acknowledge the 


receipt of your letter of Oct. 8, 1898, to- 
gether with a beautifully engrossed and 
attested copy of the resolutions adopted 
by the executive committee of the Ver- 
mont association of Boston on May 14. 


"On behalf of myself and the officers 


and men under my command, I thank 
in the heartiest manner the committee 
for their expressions or approbation and 
appreciation. It is a signal honor, com- 
ing from such a body of men, ,and will 
undoubtedly give pleasure to all. 


"The resolutions will be read on the 


quarterdeck of the vessels of the squad- 
ron taking part in the action of May 1 
at the next general muster." 


At tbe conclusion of the reading of 


a letter from Admiral Dewey, great 
and prolonged applause was indicative 
of the manner In \v hich it waa received. 


One refusal was not enough from Com- 


modore Ciark, and a second urgent invi- 
tation was sent, in return to which came 
a letter from the Oregon'i commander. 
In part he wrote, after stating bis still 
poor physical condition: "J was capable 
of enduring- much, but even after the 
Oregon joined th« fleet In Cuban waters 
there was little relief from mora! re- 
sponsibilities, for the night work with 
•he searchlights was all taken by the 
Massachusetts. Iowa and Oregon. 


"If the ship was too far out th* Span- 


iards might make the first dash or send 
their torpedo boa,ts out unperc&tved; if 
too far In, the hundreds of men lying 
about the deck* might be suddenly 
slaughtered by the fire of machine guns. 
So the question was ever coming up, 
should they be sent below to stifle and 
have their spirits broken by seemingly 
needless cruelty, or should their lives be 
risked while they slept instead?

ACH time I pack my belongings 


to go to some new place in my 
pilgrimage about these islands 
I am admonished to caution tour- 
ists against bringing: too much 


warm clothing.. To wear it distresses 
you; to carry it around impedes and 
vexes you. It is almost impossible, 
for a resident of the northern states 
especially, to realize that a, spot ex- 
ists where there is jzo cold weather in 
the winter months". Consequently we 
will pack up in spite of ourselves a lot 
of heavy woolen garments under the 
general impression that they are good 
for us. That is what I did, and I wish I 
had not. For the first three days after 
leaving a port on the Pacific coast of 
the States the traveler will need light 
winter clothing, such as he would wear 
at home. After that he begins to throw 
6ff"MsrT>Iankets by "night and article 
after article of heavy clothing by day. 
If he has not retained among his state- 
room baggage cotton and linen things 
to put on in place of them, then that 
unhappy person will get a touch .of pur- 
gatory before bis time. Hardly any 
physical sensation, even keen pain, is 
so unbearable as beingjoo warn: when 
you have no chance to cool yourself. 
The clothing wanted for Hawaii at all 
seasons is such as would be worn in the 
heat of summer in the middle and 
southern belts of the Union. 


Of course.every intelligent American 


will now'wish to visit Hawaii. It is 
part of our education as citizens and 
patriots to see every section of our own 
great, big country, which is a world in 
Itself. If you cannot tour both Europe 
and Hawaii, come to Hawaii and let 
Europe go. 


Honolulu itself is a world in minia- 


ture. Here are Europe, Asia, ana Af- 
rica, blended kaleidoscopically. To know 
what the common life of China and Ja- 
pan is like, you need not visit those 
countries. Come to Honolulu. 
- I look from the hotel veranda into 
the street and behold a moving pano- 
rama of representatives of eight or ten 
different nations. 
A big, rawboned 


American upon a bicycle heads the pro- 
cession. Nobody could mistake him, i 
the way ,he sprawls all over himself. ', 
Then suddenly a flash of Hawaiians on 
horseback! It is a picturesque flash, 
From the time white people introduced 
horses into the islands the natives took 
mightily to these animals. Horseback 
locomotion suited their natural dispo- 
sition. They ride cowboy fashion, on a 
dead canter, and look like centaurs. 
Through the streets of Honojulu day ' 
and night .you hear the hoof beats of 
their skinny, shaggy horses, helter j 
split, loping and thundering along as 
'• 


though satan was after them. 
Tou' 


think they are galloping to turn in a 
fire alarm or to fetch the doctor in a 
case of life and death. Oh, no! It is, 
just a way they have, that is all. It is 
a heaven's mercy that brown skinned, 
small Kanakas and little, slit eyed 
Japanese and Chinese young ones are 
not run over and trampled a dozen 
times a day, but they never seem to be. 
Probably they know how to dodge by i 
instinct.

Not only native men, but women also, i 


lope through the streets in this mad 
fashion. All women here, native and 
white, ride astride the saddle, and I j 
must say It is a most sensible fashion.' 
Native women used to cover their lower 
extremities with a long, narrow divided 
skirt of the most brilliant color they 
could find. -These gaudy trousers legs 
extended far down below their feet and 
streamed out behind them in brilliant 
banners £« they rode. Thus a Kanaka 
wqman of the old time on horseback is 
even more picturesque looking than a 
man. Buffalo Bill ought to secure them 
for his show. They ride like cowboys. 
The ordinary Mother Hubbard gar- 
ment of the native woman is called a 
"bolo'ku." Her riding habit is a "pa-u," 
pronounee4 In two syllables. 


White people In Honolulu have caught 


from the natives the habit of riding 
and driving *t great spued, I never 
•aw back or hired carriage horses any 


Where dash through the streets as fast 
as they do here. White gentlemen and 
ladies who ride and. drive for pleasure 
seem to be always in the maddest hur- 
ry. How the horses like it one cannot 
say. 
They have not been asked. But 


they are nearly always in a lather of 
sweat,

White people as finely and fashiona- 


bly dressed as if they were on parade 
in New York fly past my veranda in 
carriages. , The carriages,. top, are as 
handsome -as- those in any American 
city. There is much wealth in Hon'o<- 
lulu.

was the way hi? ancestors did In China. 
The trays are suspended about the 
height of his knees. Two ropes are 
looped across the pole for each tray, 
and the trays are tied in four places, 
each rope end forming a knot.

If they had the clear cut 
profile of the-Caucasian and were taller 
and slenderer, they would be the hand- 
somest people in existence. Among 
them you see now.and then a head as 
noble, as.that of a blue blooded Brah- 
man- They are'an obliging set, adapt- 
ing themselves to everybody and every 
situation. They celebrate from pure 
courtesy and love of diversion the na- 
tional holidays of every foreigner. You 
wake up in the morning and hear an 
unholy din of drum and Fourth of July 
business. "What holiday is it today?" 


I you ask. You. find it is a national fete

of somebody from somewhere— 


I Portuguese, British or American, all 


In like manner, probably from their 


obliging disposition, the natives inter- 
marry with.all the foreign peoples set- 


' tling here, from Anglo-Saxon .to Chi- 
nese. It is rather a surprise to find that 
the cross between Hawaiian and Chi- 
nese is attended with the best results. 
It is a union of races not so violently

The half blood children of Hawaiian 


! and Chinese parents are said to be in-

• here who is the son of a wealthy Chi- 
nese father and a mother half Hawai- 
ian, half white. He carries himself like 
a young prince of some ancient royal 
line and has an intellect at'once polish- 
ed, brilliant and capable of steady ex- 
ertion. But he was'educated in Europe 
and has had exceptional advantages,

Old Hawaii is disappearing fast and 


forever. New Hawaii is taking its place, 


i But new Hawaii is distinctively Amer- 
: ican. Americans have been the organ- 
1 izers and leaders of the changes that 
have been wrought, economic, political 
and social. The handsome residence in 
the picture, representing the new Ha- 


j waii, is the .home of an American citi- 


zen of German ancestry, Mr. Claus 
Spreclcels. Old Hawaiians of the pure 
blood are becoming scarcer every year. 
Young ones of mixed blood are, on the 
other hand, increasing'. They are under- 
going a process which is here- .called 
"bleaching out." That means the infu- 
sion of white and foreign blood is be- 
coming constantly stronger. The' pre- 
diction is that in a few generations- 
more the native Kanakas as a distinct 
race will be absorbed by white foreign- 
ers.

national costume—a long robe sonarrow 
they step short in it. a broad folded 
sash around the waist, a bag like a 
schoolgirl's satchel hitched on somehow 
at their backs, a fan or umbrella in 
their hands and no covering upon their 
heads except .the heavy knob of jet 
black hair piled up on top—shuffle along 
in their ridiculous little "slipper slop- 
per" shoes with the v/ooden heels, look- 
ing for all the world as though they had 
just stepped down from one;of the big 
vases in an art museum.

Here a Chinese family in their out- 


landish native togs parade by. The fa- 
ther of the family is ahead, leading his 
small son, as becomes the superior mas- 
culine sex. Some 12 feet behind him 
sneak along humbly, as becomes the in- 
ferior sex, hie wife, his daughter and 
his mother-in-law. 
I am provincial 


enough to want to laugh aloud at sight 
of tBem. I wonder if we white women 
look as comical to Chinese women a» 
Chinese women do to us. 


Some 20 pack mules, with their heavy 


loads balanced on each side, come next, 
just as you have seen- them in Spanish 
pictures. They are strung together one 
after another by the nose, and a white 
man rides on horseback at their head. 
Then half a dozen soldiers in Uncle 
Sam's good, true blue stride past. They 
are comparing notes on that last lark 
they had. 


But- lo! what have .we here? It is a 


Chinese vegetable peddler and his son. 
They form tne rear guard of the unique 
procession. The peddler does not con- 
vey his wares abroad by means of a 
horae and wagon, like a "Christian. He 
puts a pole across his shoulders and 
hangs by ropes a flat basket tray at 
each end of it, and thus yoked like a 
bea«t of burden he carries his truck all 
over creation from uoor to door. That 


i a pillowcase. What they lack in length 
they make up in width. The little boy's 
trousers, however, are not skimpy as to 
either length or width. They flop upon 
the ground like a lady's train. And 
each trousers leg—shades of joss! Do 
my eyes deceive me? No, they dp not! 
Each trousers leg is made of about a 25 
pound flour sack. There they are, the 
honest blue indelible brapd of the 
maker still upon them, "Smith Mills 
Flour—40 X." The lad puts one hand 
upon the lettuce tray to balance him- 
self and trudges along, proud as Pom- 
pey. Verily the white man cannot hope 
to compete with the Chinaman. Here 
is economy, here is labor saving, like- 
wise here are comfort and convenience, 
yet what white mother would avail her- 
self of such manifest advantage? 


If you want to see all the world, come 


to Honolulu. That part of it which 
does not live here is found among the 
eternal army of tourists that go and 
come, an ever surging wave on the hu- 
man sea. Here you may behold tin; 
British matron of Dickens urn! Th;x':!\- 
eray, she whose manners and opinions 
are fixed as iron and whose life is pass- 
ed in the contemplation of other peo- 
ple's duties. Particularly Is she hard 
on her own sex, and would if she could 
ram her own notions of manners and 
morals merci'essly down the throats of 
all womankind. 'Fore heaven, she Is 
the most offensive sample of. humanity 
living! Lord keep us from 'being set in 
our ways!

Lake Princeton. 


Princeton university's department of 


paleontology and geology has just re- 
ceived a report announcing the discov- 
ery of a lake by the second Patagonian 
expedition, which, under Professor K. 
B.' Hatcher and A. E. Scott, has been 
making scientific investigations in the 
southern part ef South America for the 
last 11 months. 


In the face of countless difficulties 


the expedition explored the country in- 
land and northward for a distance of 
900 miles from Tierra del Fuego and the 
strait of Magellan. In latitude 42.30 
south and longitude 72.15 west, at the 
base of the Andes, a beautiful lake 30 
miles in length was discovered. This 
body of water has been named Lake 
Princeton. 


In the region of the new found lake 


and about midway between Lake Bue- 
nos Ayrgs and the headwaters of the 
river Chico a. new and exceedingly rich 
locality for vertebrate fossils was' dis- 
covered. 


In addition to considerable collections 


of specimens of the arts and manufac-. 
tures of the different Indian tribes in- 
habiting these regions a splendid se- 
ries of photographs was obtained, and 
a fairly complete dictionary of the Yah- 
gan language has been compiled, as 
also a collection of their songs and tra- 
ditions. The Yahgans are a tribe of In- 
dians inhabiting the extreme southeast 
coast of Tierra del Fuego and the small 
islands to the southward about Capo 
Horn, and Darwin considered them the 
most degraded of all human beings. 


While at one time they were numer- 


ous, they are now on the verse ofex- 
tinction. hemmed in as they have al- 
ways been' on one side by the more 
powerful and warlike Onas and on the 
other by the Alavcaloffs, also their tra- 
dkiunal and deadly enemies. The ad- 
vcr.t. among them of white men has also 
tended to shorten their lives. 


The expedition will remain-in South 


America for about two years more,,and 
the whole eas'.crn coast of the Argen- 
tine Republic will be explored before its 
return.

The most 
important of the local 


cases in superior court, that of Charles 
P. Ealston for forgery, came up for 
sentence this morning:.

He therefore 
sentenced the prisoner to two years' 
confinement. 


While Ralston bore the announce- 


ment as well as could have been ex- 
pected in the case, having evidently 
nerved himself up for the ordeal,he waa 
visibly affected.

but that he had hoped more or less for 
a milder sentence, as 
many of his 


friends had expected it, but he had said 
that he was prepared for whatever 
might be given him.

be over by tonight.

since 1894 is 86,104 feet or 16.31 miles 
at an aggregate cost of $186,781.93. It 
will 'be seen that Great Barrington 
holds the record for 1898. In that town 
a little over a quarter of mile of state 
highway was laid at a cost of $14,- 
138.57.

WILLIAMS WITHDRAWS 


From Triangular Athletic 


League on Account of 


Dartmouth's Attitude. 


NEW LEAGUE WILL BE FORMED 


With Amhcnt and Perhaps Wesleyan. 


Darlrcnuth Can Enter By G.ving 
Guarantees. Overwhelming Vote 


in Favor of Withdrawal. 


Williams college will withdraw from 


the triangular athletic league which 
includes Amherst, Dartmouth and Wil- 
liams. This decision was reached after 
a mass meeting yesterday afternoon 
that was attended by most of the stu- 
dents. The cause of the action was 
Dartmouth's position in the matter, 
as already outlined in this paper. The 
sentiment was overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of some prompt action, and the 
following resolutions were passed by 
a vote of 221 to 50: 


Inasmuch as Amherst college has 


formally expressed her disapproval of 
the present league; and inasmuch as 
Dartmouth, in her college publications 
and other papers, has shown evidence 
of her dissatisfaction with the present 
athletic arrangements, and it is our 
belief that such dissatisfaction actually 
exists; therefore be it 


Resolved, That it is the opinion of 


the college that the athletic council 
should withdraw from 
the 
present 


league and take such steps as may be 
possible to form a new league, to 
which Dartmouth may be admitted, 
whenever she so desires, and gives 
suitable guarantees of hov good faith. 


The resolution offered at the meeting 


last Saturday night which was reject- 
ed was somewhat different in tone; the 
above was substituted mainly on ac- 
count of the strong pro-Dartmouth 
feeling which was believed to prevail 
with the majority of Williams stu- 
dents. Saturday night considerable op- 
position developed at once when the 
resolutions were read for the first time, 
and it was feared that for reasons both 
of sentiment and of policy the project 
would be voted down, notwithstanding 
the able arguments of Prof. Lefavour, 
Manager Tinker and the opinions of 
other members of the athletic council, 
expressed by letter or in person. 


The action is one of the most impor- 


tant events of New England intercol- 
legiate athletics outside of Harvard 
and Yale for several years, and Wil- 
liams men have not for years listened 
to as able a discussion in a college 
meeting. The outlook for a ne.w tri- 
angular league of Amherst, Wesleyan 
and Williams is certainly bright. Wes- 
leyan, it is thought at Williams, wil) 
probably fill Dartmouth's dates in the 
baseball schedule, and Dartmouth, it 
is hoped, will fill the two dates left 
open with Williams by Wesleyan. A 
triangular track meet is also probable, 
the new athletic field at Middletown 
being at present the place most fa- 
vored.
